That cry will be empire trade pref- 
erence, based on the scheme ad- 
vanced by Premier Bennett of 
Canada that the units of the Brit- 
ish Empire, through imposition of 
a higher tariff on  non-British 
goods, establish an economic co- 
operation which would be to the 
advantage of all the empire. 

Stanley Baldwin, Conservative 
leader, in a statement to the press 
indorsed the plan whole-heartedly 
and declared that it would be the 
standard under which the Con- 
servatives would fight their next 
election campaign. 

While the Government has made 
no definite answer to Premier Ben- 
nett’s request for an immediate ex- 
change of viewpoints, it is certain 
that the ministry will not acquiesce 
in the dominions’ proposals. 

For Alternative Plan. 

“There is no doubt whatsoever 
that the Government will resist the 
plan because it involves taxation of 
food and raw materials,” the min- 
isterialist Herald today says, but it 
adds: “It is believed in Government 
circles that with good will a sep- 
arate program of economic co-op- 
eration within the empire, apart 
from tariffs, can be evolved.”’ 

The Government will address it- 
self, it is understood, to evolution 
of such a program forthwith. Ac- 
cording to some reports the Cabi- 
net is not harmonious on the is- 
sue. Philip Snowden, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and some other 
members of the Cabinet have 
strongly opposed any departure 
from free trade. 

J. H. Thomas and some others 
are said to lean toward empire 
preference. These latter are 
thought to be in the minority and 
they almost certainly would waive 
their own opinions to insure uni- 
form action. 


RADIO REACHING ALL 
DOMINIONS IS URGED 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—Erecting of 
a broadcasting station capable of 
reaching all British colonies and 
dominions was among the major 
items before’ the committees of 
the Imperial Conference § yester- 
day.

Market Widening Damages. 
Damages of $107,078.50 have 
been assessed against the city for 
the widening of Market street on 
this block. But the owners of the 
block also shared in the assessment: 
of benefits against the property 
owners, for the Market widening, 
and the amount assessed against 
the block for benefits was $44,450. 
This leaves a net amount of $62.,- 
623.50 due from the city to the 
Owners of the block. 

Benefits have also been assessed 
against the block for three other 
pending public improvements. For 
Memorial Plaza, the block was as- 
sessed $57,505; for the Gravois 
avenue widening, $1890: and for 
the North Twelfth boulevard ex- 
tension and widening, $1742. The 
sum of these three amounts is 
$61,137, due from the owners of 
the block to the city. , 

When the $61,137 benefit total 
is subtracted from the $62,623.50 
net amount due from the city to 
the owners, a balance of $1486.50 
in favor of the owners appears. 
Affected by Twelfth Widening. 
Besides the damage and benefit 
matters named, the block was af- 
fected by the widening of Twelfth 
street between Market and Wal- 
nut, and there was a considerable 
balance in favor of the owners, but 
this money has been paid _ into 
court by the city, Counselor 
Muench says, hence does not fig- 
ure in the present discussion. 

The benefit assessments in the 
other cases are not payable at this 
time, but the city officials will in- 
sist that provision be made for 
them in the transfer of the prop- 
erty to the Government.

DELAY IN OPENING NEW 
AR MAIL SERVICE 


Route Scheduled to Start Next 
Wednesdzy Will Be Ready 
Last of Month, — 


Start of the néw trans-continen- 
tal air mail service through 8t, 
Louts, scheduled for next Wednes- 
day, has been delayed until the 
end of the month due to the time 
required in arranging operating 
schedules. Information received 


from Washington by the Chamber 
of.Commerce Air Board states that 
the service will begin Oct. 22 or 
29. 

A luncheon planned for next 
Wednesday in celebration of. the 
opening of the service has been 
postponed, Postmaster General 
Brown and Assistant Postmaster- 
General Glover, in charge of air 
mail, have been invited to speak 
at the luncheon, which will be 
held the day the route is opened. 

Two trans-continental services 
daily in each direction will be 
available under the new schedules 
to be operated by T. A. T.-Maddux 
Airlines and Western Air Express, 
which received the mail contract 
jointly. Until the airway between 
New York and St. Louls is com- 
pletely lighted for night flying, 
westbound mail planes will leave 
Newark Airport at 8 a. m., arriv- 
ing at Columbus, O., at noon, The 
mail will be transferred there to a 
combination passenger and mail 
plane, and will arrive at Los An- 
geles at 8 o'clock the next evening, 
following a night lay over at Kan- 
gas City. 

The Second Service. 

The second service will be the 
present T. A. T.-Maddux schedule 
between Columbus, O., and St. 
Louis. Instead of continuing on to 
Kansas City, Wichita, and Wayno- 
ka, Ok., planes will follow a route 
to Tulsa, Oklahoma City and 
Amarillo, Tex., where a night lay- 
over will be made. Arrival at Los 
Angeles on this schedule will be 
at 3:50 p. m. the following day. 

Eastbound planes will leave Los 
Angeles at 5 a. m. and 10:40 a. m., 
the later ship starting its run at 
San Francisco at 7:30 a.m. The 
first plane will make a daylight 
flight to Kansas City, where pas- 
sengers will spend the night and 
continue the journey through St. 
Louis to Columbus next day. Pas- 
sengers will change to a train at 
Columbus, but mail will be carried 
through by air. The second serv- 
ice calls for a night lay-over at 
Amarillo, with resumption of the 
journey the following day over the 
route through 8t. Louis to Colum- 
bus. 

24-Hour Service Contemplated. 

The service as outlined is a fore- 
runner of a 24-hour trans-Conti- 
nental service to be started shortly 
after Jan.-1 following completion 
of the airways lighting program 
from New York to Los Angeles, 
through St. Louis. The route from 
St. Louis to Amarillo is supplemen- 
tal to the main route, giving air 
mail service to the Southwest. This 
route replaces in part the service 
conducted for the last 18 months 
by Safeway Airlines, which will 
discontinue operations tomorrow.

RALPH CAPONE GIVES BOND 
AND GETS CHANGE OF VENUE 


Spends Day in Official Hands; Or- 
dered Treated as “Ordinary 
Criminal.”

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AUTO MAKERS OBJECT 


vestigate | Discrimination 
Against American Exports 


By the Associated 


Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Amer- 
ican automobile manufacturers 
yesterday asked the United States 
Tariff Commission to investigate 
“indirect discrimination” by for- 
eign countries against American 


automobile exports. 


Sixteen leading automobile mak- 
ers, including Alvan Macauley, 
president, and Robert C. Graham, 
chairman of the Export Committee 
of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, called at the 
commission and urged the investi- 


gation. 


They objected particularly to 
“flexible methods of taxation as 
between cars of different engine 
rating,”’ which they said was aimed 
at American cars, and against the 
laying down of annual quotas, as 
this country is by far the largest 


producer. 


They said such practices were 
“gradually breaking down the 
spirit of our commercial treaties,” 
and if continued would “certainly 
result in decreased employment 
here, and through increased costs 
to consumers would retard econo- 


mic development of all kinds in 
other countries.” 

Graham said that treaties pro- 
vide that American exports shall 
receive the lowest rate given on 
any commodity to any other coun- 
try, but the effect of “these and 
other indirect discriminations is to 
stifle our opportunity for equal 
competition.” 

“The effect upon the use of 
motor transport is particularly se- 
vere,”” he added, “in those areas 
where the car frequently is the 
only means of transportation and 
the inhabitants of these areas are 
forced to pay charges which have 
no economic justification.”

search, said yesterday upon his re- 
turn from four months in Nairobi, 
Kenya Colony, Africa. 

Dr. Cowdry, who is professor of 
cytology in the medical school, was 
assisted at Nairobi by Dr. Arthur 
W. Ham, an instructor in his de- 
partment. East Coast fever, he 
explained, is a disease of cattle 
which costs $2,000,000 to $10,000,. 
000 annually and retards develop- 
ment of the whole East Coast. The 
disease, he said, was caused by «a 
parasite somewhat like the mala- 
rial parasite, and was transmitted 
by ticks. 

His work at Nairobi was to trace 
out the life cycle of the parasite. 
The life cycle had to be known in 
order to control the disease, he ex- 
plained, since the disease could be 


vanquished only by finding a stage 
where the cycle could be broken. 

The British investigator, if the 
Government's plans are carried 
out, is to arrive about Jan. 1. With 
the life cycle of the parasite estab- 
lished by the summer’s work at 
Nairobi, he will study possibilities 
of “breaking the life cycle” and 
thereby conquering the disease. 

“At the same time I shall be car- 
rying on studies in East Coast fever 
in the United States Hygienic Lab- 
oratory at Washington,’ added Dr. 
Cowdry. “That is, in such spare 
time as I have from my duties with 
the Research Council.” 

He smiled when he sald “spare 
time,” and not without reason. As 
chairman of the Council's Division 
of ‘Medical Sciences, he will have 
the task of co-ordinating al! its va- 
rious research activities. One of 
the most important, he remarked, 
is the study of drug addiction, a 
matter of concern in the United 
States. 

Dr. Cowdry will spend the year 
at Washington by leave of absence 
from the School of Medicine, which 
lent him to the British Government 
for the work at Nairobi. Prof. R. 
R. Bensley of the University of 
Chicago is in charge of the depart- 
ment of cytology in the absence of 
Dr. Cowdry, who departed for 
Washington today.

and Federal Government could ma- 


ket so as to provide a flow of 
wages when other sources were | 
dry, but that “we stubbornly re- | 
fuse to put any such plan into sys- | 
tematic and efficient operation.” 

Injunction Agitation Reviewed. 


Turning to the use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes, he said: 

“For 30 years we have agitated 
against the labor injunctions. Bill 
in the Federal and State Legisla- 
tures have been passed with loud 
acclaim, greeting the prophecy of 
their advocates that all the abuses 
of the injunction were thereby 
thought we had 
changed the law. We thevght we 
had modified the procedure s0 as 
to conform a little more closely 


And now, after three decades 
of excitement, the distance we have 
traveled is too short to be meas- 
ured. 

“Throughout the United States 
there are today numerous man- 
dated territories where to all in- 
tents and purposes the Constitution 
has been suspended, local law su- 
perseded and the only governing 
code is the injunctive edict of a 
Federal or State court.” 


Green Pledges Effort to Drive Out | 
Labor Racketeers. | 
William Green, president of the | 
American Federation of Labor, in 
a speech before the Federation 
Convention yesterday, pledged 
himself to do all in his power to 
drive labor racketeers from his or- 
ganization. 

“If there is brought to my atten- 
tion the racketeer moving under 
the garb of trades unionism, and I 
can place my hands upon him with 
convicting evidence, { will drive 
him from this movement if I can,” 
he declared. “And I know the 
brave men and women associated 
with me who try to place this 
movement upon a plane of honesty 
will join with me in that noble ef- 
fort.” 

Green’s declaration came after | 
the Rev. Father J. W. McGuire, 
president of St. Viator College, Ill- 
linois, had warned the conventien 
that the work of “dishonest and 
grafting labor leaders was being 
used to discredit organized labor.” 

After citing instances in which 
he had taken steps against rack- 
eteers in Chicago and New York, 
Green said: “T have been con- 
scious of these invasions of our 
sacred precincts. I know that men 
and women have exploited us, as 


we ee ee ee ee 


they have others, but so far as we 
are able, ... we will drive from our 
midst every racketeer that we 
know of.” 

He defended the reputation of 
labor in his declaration that “in 
most of the cities of our land (in 
practically all of them with few 
exceptions), central bodies, and in 
Our states, the State Federations of 
Labor, occupy as honorable\a posi- 
tion in the life of the nation as do 
the churches themselves.” 


James J. Davis, United States 
Secretary of Labor. referring to 
immigration, said: “I have long 
advocated the adoption o. a selec- 
tive system under which no unat- 
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tached immigrants should be ad- 
mitted to the United States except 
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to meet actual needs in this coun- 
try. “Because of inability to furnish 
employment to immigrant labor 
without displacing American work- 
ers, Secretary Davis said President 
Hoover had ordered that Consuls 
withhold visas from unattached 
immigrants, who desire to come 
here to seek employment.

Head of Industrial Alcohol Di- 
vision Says Half Per Cent 
Is Not Sacred, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The 
possibility of changes by Congress 
in the prohibition enforcement act 
has been suggested by James M. 
Doran, in charge of the industria] 
alcohol division at the Treasury. 


He expressed the opinion  taat 
night that the eighteenth amend- 
ment would be retained. 

“It may be that Congress will 
change the enforcement act § in 
some part,” he said. “But in any 
event Congress must enact proper 
enforcement laws in order to be 
mentally honest. There is nothing 
sacrosanct about always holding 
that more than one-half of one per 
cent of alcohol content ig illegal. 

Doran's remarks were made be- 
fore a church group in a three-cor- 
nered debate on what should be 
done about prohibition. The other 
participants were Edward B. Dan- 
ford, attorney for the Anti-Saloon 
League, who upheld the dry laws, 
and Rufus Lusk, an executive af 
the Washington branch of crusad- 
ers who predicted prohibition re- 
peal. 

“I think a great reform can be 
accomplished,” Doran sai, “if we 
get better lines of demarcation be- 
tween Federal and State activities 
on prohibition enforcement, and 
make the administration of the 
dry laws so the Federal Govern. 
ment will aid the states and not 
seek to supplant the states.” 

He argued prohibition was ovef+ 
shadowed as a problem by general 
crime conditions, and while it fur- 
nished a contributing factor toe 
lawlessness, it was a minor one. 

“This country is sadly in need of 
reform along the lines of rapidity 
of trial and certainty of punish- 


| ment,” he added, “I believe the law 


enforcement commission is going 
to start the ball rolling in tha di- 
rection of criminal justice. Many 
things, like a Judge lending $10,- 
000 for his appointment to the 
bench, won't happen. It will end 
the crime wave, It will increase 
our self-respect, and these other 
little matters of whefher prohibi- 
tion shall or shall not be repealed 
will be forgotten.”

Previously A. Paul Johnson, 
Broken Bow attorney, the North 
Dakota Senator said, testified he 
received the bond through the 
mail and had assumed it came 
from Victor Seymour, formerly 
with the State Republican Com- 
mittee. Nye said Johnson said he 
gave it to Grocer Norris.

LIFTS CENSORSHIP 
IN SPAIN, PROMPTLY 
ASSAILED BY PRESS 


Duke of Alba Target of Attack 
as Minister of State 
Chinen Seirel 


MADRID, Sept. 20.—(By Mail.) 
—The raising of the censorship 
yesterday from newspapers in 
Spain after seven years of restric- 
tion was grested by the press in 
some unexpected manners. The 
censorship, imposed by Primo de 


Rivera when he assumed the dic- 
tatorship, was revoked by Premier 
Berenguer, largely, it is under- 
stood, at the insistence of the Duke 
of Alba, the new Minister of State, 
and holder of one of the most dis- 
tinguished titles in the Spanish no- 
bility. 

The Clerical newspaper, El De- 
bate, printed a leading editorial 
under the heading, “Is There a 
Minister of State?” It was a vitri- 
olic attack on the man who had 
just freed the paper from its bonds, 
declaring that he utterly neglected 
his duties as minister, said that he 
was at present in Switzerland) and 
recounted his recent prolonged 
visits to London and Paris. Gen. 
Berenguer, in his conference with 
journalists today, declared the at- 
tack unwarranted and said _ the 
Duke was one of the best Ministers 
of State the nation ever had. 

During the censorship, newspa- 
pers could not publish their papers 
until proofs of all articles had been 
submitted to and approved by the 
censors. Asa result certain papers 
did not appear at all on some days. 


AGREEMENT REACHED ON NEW 
RULE OF AMERICAN SAMOA 


Bill of Rights and Provision for 
Legislature in Plan to Be Sub- 
mitted to Congress,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—A lib- 
eralized form of government that 
will bring America. citizenship and 
rights to the 10,000 inhabitants of 
American Samoa has been decided 
upon by the South Sea Island 
chiefs and the American Samoan 
Commission. 

The new Governnient will bea 
proposed to Congress in January. It 
would replace the supervision by 
the Navy Department, which has 
continued since the islands were 
ceded to the United States 30 years 
ago. The naval system has been 
criticised by islanders repeatedly. 

Resembling the government 
granted to the Virgin Islands, the 
Samoan plan would entail an or- 
ganic law, a bill of rights and pro- 
vision for a Legislature.

Compensation Insurance in Other States. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RITING in this column Sept. 25, 

John Barstow opines that our pro- 
posed State insurance amendment to the 
Missouri Wworkmen’s compensation act, 
as proposed in Proposition No. 4, which 
we ask the voters to indorse on next Nov. 
4. is unjust, unwise and fraught with al! 
sorts of danger. 

Thus, Mr. Barstow challenges the wis- 
dom of 18 American states which have 
adopted this plan of workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance, seven of which have the 
exclusive feature. The seven states which 
have adopted and made signal successes 
of exclusive state insurance either are 
unknown to Mr. Barstow or ignored by 
him. 

State insurance, as ‘provided in Propo- 
sition No. 4, is no fanatical notion or new 
fad. but an economical, practical, tested 
and proved method. Not a single com- 
monwealth ever has adopted state insur- 
ance, tested it and repealed it in favor of 
the old regime. State insurance “stays 
put,” once it is adopted. That's the best 
reply to Mr. Barstow's alarm. 

From the start of this campaign we 
have teased and coaxed the opponents of 
Proposition No. 4, urging them to use the 
record of one or all of these seven exam- 
ples of exclusive state insurance in action 
as the basis for their effort to make 4 
case against our measure, instead of 
shadow-boxing and begging the question. 

It is a notable fact that after 12 years 
of exclusive state insurance, Ohio employ- 
ers are fully as enthusiastic for it as is 
union labor. These employers are cogni- 
zant that they are getting a better and 
cheaper compensation insurance; the 
workers realize that they get a better 
quality of protection, and when their 
claims for occupational injury are pre- 
sented they get their full benefits under 
the law instead of being subjected to dila- 
tory, nickel-saving tactics, starve-to-death 
court appeals and delay. 

As to our experience in Missouri un- 
der the existing arrangement, many are 
the dollars today reposing in private in- 
surance company vaults that should be in 
the purses of injury victims who were 
cruelly “‘short changed” by fleet-tongued 
insurance adjusters. . 

We have absolutely no quarrel with 
private business as such; we Delieve it 
should be encouraged, but never at the 
expense of justice and public welfare.

WASTING TIME. 

The St. Louis section of the American Society of 
Givil Engineers must have been thrilled by a plan 
which R. J. Lockwood, one of its members, laid be 
fore it last week for city partnership in the street 
railways. 

Caught in their own net, the people who have been 
trying to exploit the street railways of St. Louis 
have repeatedly charged that their opponents want 
to force the property into municipal ownership. Mr. 
Lockwood, formerly on the staff of the street rail- 
Way company, advocated that very thing. He as- 
sumed, of course, that the city would pay for the 
property upon the basis of the valuation granted it 
some years ago by the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission. That is, for a property which cost its 
present owners $49,100,000, a property whose busi- 
ness declines every day, Mr. Lockwood suggested 
that the city pay $63,500,000. 

The City of St. Louis would as well think of going 
into the buggy business. Buggies have been sup 
planted by automobiles, and so are street cars being 
supplanted by automobiles. The utility people every- 
where are thumbs down on the street car business. 
They know it is dying, and wherever they have any 
money init they are trying to get it out. J. K. New- 
man and his associates knew this when they bought 
the local property. They had no intention of hold- 
ing it all these years. Their purpose was to exploit 
it and let the innocent buyers of the securities give 
old Dobbin a decent burial. As things have come out 
they will probably have to conduct the obsequies 
themselves. They have exhausted every possibility of 
getting a franchise extension, and it is unlikely that 
they could now unload the préperty if they did get 
one. Nothing remains for them but to accept defeat 
and develop their bus service. They are constantly 
taking up street car tracks because their business 
is failing; and some of their lines will hardly survive 
the franchises they hold now. 

Like the late Transportation Survey Commission, 
which wasted two years trying to discover an out for 
Mr. Newman and his associates, St. Louis is wasting 
precious time when she refuses to turn her back up- 
on what has been and look to the future. It is by this 
time quite plain that a subway system is at present 
impracticable. St. Louis is an automobile city. What 
she wants is elevated speedways. Elevated speedwars 
will cost probably less than half as much as sub 
ways. They will give us rapid transit. They will 
open a way to the downtown business section. They 
will surmount the impasse to which we have been 
brought by the collapse of the Newman coup. 

It is imperative that the city should realize this 
and ‘do something about it. Merely to make such 
futile gestures to what is impossible as Mr. Lock- 
wood has just made, as the Transportation Survey 
Commission made for two years, and as the .Miller 
administration sometimes makes, is to mark time 
when we should be going forward.

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ANOTHER VICTORY FOR THE SODAPOPPERS. 

News of an International Cocktail Exhibition held 
in London comeseto remind Americans that in the 
land which popularized this specious drink a cock- 
tail exhibition would bring down thundering hordes 
of police.

“More than a thousand cocktails were sampled 
by the jury, who were allowed to ‘sleep on it’,” we are 
told. But the drys in America can draw some slight 
consolation from this heinous display—third prize 
went to “Yellow Dwarf,” a teetotal cocktail. 
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7 WE NEED MORE LIGHT. 

During the past week the President of the United 
States has broken a prolonged silence to deliver four 
public addresses on the eve of the congressional elec- 
tions. 

A swift summary of these presidential utterances 
might read as follows: Mr. Hoover pointed with 
pride to (1) the Kellogg-Briand pact, (2) the London 
naval agreement, (3) the policy of maintaining wage 
levels and expanding construction urged in his White 
House conferences and (4) school enrollment, home 
ownership and the large numbers of telephones, elec 
tric lights and automobiles and radio sets in use 
throughout the country. He indorsed (1) rich nat- 
ural resources, (2) high living standards, (3) reli- 
gion, (4) science, (5) business optimism and (6) in- 
ternational good will. He viewed with alarm (1) 


pacifism, (5) militarism, (6) unemployment, (7) 
doles, (8) business pessimism, (9) socialism, (10) 
bolshevism and (11) criticism of the administration. 

Concerning the major aecomplishment of the last 
congressional session, the Grundy tariff law, he 
said nothing. Concerning the failure of the Repub- 
lican Congress to enact the Wagner bills for the cre 
ation of a system of public employment offices, he 
maintained a similar silence. Perhaps these matters 
may be passed by without comment. There were, 
however, three specific suggestions included in the 
President's speeches which warrant further examina- 
tion. In his address before the bankers the Presi- 
dent placed partial responsibility for the inflation of 
the stock market upon the Federal tax on capital 
gains. He also charged that certain unnamed pro- 
visions of the transportation act of 1920 had prevent- 
ed the railroads from extending their programs for 
new construction. In his speech before the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor he asserted that competi- 
tion had ruined the bituminous coal industry and 
said: “If your regulatory laws be at fault they 
should be revised.” 

On all these points we need more light. Just how 
did the capital gains tax inflate the stock market? 
And does Mr. Hoover propose the repeal of this tax? 
Exactly what provisions of the transportation act 
stood in the way of raflway construction activity 
and how? What changes does Mr. Hoover propose? 
And, finally, is Mr. Hoover suggesting that the prob- 
lem of bituminous coal is to be solved by repealing 
the Sherman anti-trust act? Does he favor such 
repeal? 

None of these questions is answered in the body of 
Mr. Hoover's recommendations. 

We shall await with interest their further elabo- 
ration in the President’s message to the next 
Congress. 
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WALSH MEMORIAL STADIUM. 

With the dedication of St. Louis University’s new 
Walsh Memorial Stadium tomorrow afternoon, the 
city gains a distinct asset, from both architectural 
and recreational points of view. The oldest univer- 
sity west of the Mississippi now has a home for its 
athletic activities, after many years of playing on 
rented fields. The opening game, with the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, is.a happy resumption of athletic 
relations that ended seven years ago. It is most 
fitting that a stadium and athletic field should be 
the memorial.of Edward Joseph Walsh Jr., university 
athlete of 30 years ago, who continued his steadfast 
interest in the school’s advancement to the time of 
his death, in 1928. Through the generosity of his 
mother, Mrs. Julia Maffitt Walsh, and his widow, 
this worthy addition to the university’s facilities 
and the city’s attractions is possible.

tion of progress is apparent. Quiet valleys 
have been inundated with slag, defaced with 
refuse, marred by hideous buildings. 
Streams have been 
and the waste from the mills. Life for the 
majority of the population has been ren- 
dered unspeakably pinched and dingy. Too 
obviously «he people have served the ma- 
chines, not the machines the people. 

This is what might be called the tech- 
nological blight of heavy industry. It might 
be mitigated. Perhaps it cannot be wholly 
avoided. But Pittsburg has suffered under 
another blight—that of almost absolute 
power without a corresponding sense of 
responsibility. 
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If the crime and corruption of Pittsburg 
were not so well organized, the city would 
probably rank ahead of Chicago in popu- 
lar disrepute as the Bad Boy of American 
cities. The reasons for this state of af- 
fairs are fairly obvious. The murders 
which have given Chicago its bad name are 
the results of a struggle for power, which 
in turn is due to the failure of any one fac- 
tion to secure and hold a firm grip on the 
community. In Pittsburg the underlings 
can and often do murder one another. But 
gangster methods are for the small fry. 
They cannot upset the system because the 
Stability of the system is guaranteed by 
the rigid control of the city’s economic and 
political life by a small group of respect- 
able persons at the top. 

I do not for a moment believe that these 
persons deliberately will the rottenness at 
the bottom or are even aware of much of 
it. They are nevertheless the final arbiters 
in any situation if they care to interfere. 

The supreme crime in Pittsburg is not 
murder or robbery or pilfering from the 
public treasury or violation of the eight- 
eenth amendment or even Sabbath-breaking 
—it is a willful defiance of the little group 
of Scotch-Presbyterians who regard them- 
selves as having been elected by Providence 
to be the city’s masters, and who are, in 
fact, its masters. If any large American 
city is so narrowly, so religiously, I might 
even s@y s0 comscientiously dominated by 
so small a group I have yet to hear of it. 

Here is a city in which the theory of 
laissez faire has been allowed to work tt- 
self out almost without let or hindrance. 
It has been built on gigantic material pro- 
duction with as much profit taking as the 
traffic will bear. It ought to be an indi- 
vidualist’s Utopia. What kind of Utopia 
is it. Judged by the higher standards of 
civilization ? 

The Pittsburg worker too often lives amid 
ugliness and dirt, in congested quarters, 
next door to vice and crime. He lacks any- 
thing like adequate facilities for recreation, 


polluted with sewage 


Labor, as industrial Pittsburg still sees it, 
is just another raw material, to be bought 
as cheaply as possibile. The city’s masters 
are often compared with the feudal over- 
lords of medieval Europe. But with one 
or two exceptions they have never displayed 
the slightest trace of that sense of respon- 
sibility which was the essence of feudalism. 


‘If the market wage was not a living wage 


so much the worse for those who were 
forced to accept it. 

~What have the rulers of the city done 
with the civilizing power that is so abun- 
dantly theirs? Have they civilized their 
city? Have they ctvilized\ themselves? It 
is impossible to give an encouraging an- 
swer. Pittsburg has the wealth to buy a 
high degree of civilization. It remains, on 
the whole, barbaric. 

The forces which make the pattern of 
life in Pittsburg are economic and religious. 
That is to say, they are Scotch-Irish and 
Presbyterian. The Scotch-Irish, including 
the notable Mellon family, had the first 
pickings of the enormous weath in and 
aroun& Pittsburg. They made a thorough 
job of it, not only without a sense of sin 
but with a sincere conviction that they were 
thereby serving the God of their fathers. 

I am not, of course, unaware of certain 
inspiring exceptions. Andrew Carnegie did 
not originally intend to establish either a 
Museum of-Art or a College of Fine Arts. 
He was, in a way. bullied into doing both. 
But he did recognize, more splendidly than 
any Pittsburger before or since, the moral 
obligation of great wealth. i 


Must we despair of anything good com- 
ing out of Pittsburg? I do not think the 
case is quite as bad as that. It is a gov- 
erning group that has failed, not a whole 
city. The Presbyterian blec are not Pitts- 
burg, nor will they always have the power 
and dominion that they now possess. New 
figures are coming up. 

The barbarism of the city has both gen- 
eral and specific causes. Its general catise 
is the machine age itself and the excessive 
individualism which characterizes that age. 
Pittsburg, like much of the rest of Amer- 
ica, is suffering from the delusion that the 
means are more important than the end— 
that what men do with the various comi- 
modities mentioned in the Census of Man- 
ufactures is more important than what they 
do with their own lives. Neither New York 
nor Chicago, nor Cleveland, nor any other 
American city can plead not cuilty to that. 

But in the cities mentioned the ruling 
classes—for I think that even ih this great 
democracy we may speak quite frankly of 
ruling classes—have progressed beyond the 
mere accumulation of money and power 
and the disposal thereof for their own 
pleasure. To put the same thing in an- 
other way, they have arrived in some con- 
spicuous and influential instances at a 
broader conception of what the pleasures 
of a civilized life are. I am speaking, of 
course, in comparative terms. Cleveland and 
one or two other American communities 
have advanced somewhat beyond the trog- 
lodytic stage. Pittsburg. because of its un- 
fortunate combination of cultural narrow- 
ness and refractory materials, has lingered 
far behind.

“7 WITNESS SAYS HE 
STORED MAYOR'S 
LIQUOR IN HOME 


Thomas H, Gideon, of 
Springfield, Mo., Got 
**Flannel - Mouthed’”’ at 


Party, Showman Testifies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 19.— 
The story of a drinking party in 

which Mayer Thomas H. Gideon 
was a central figure was told by 
Government witnesses yesterday in 
Federal Court where the Mayor, a 
former Deputy Sheriff and two 
bootleggers are on trial, charged 
with conspiracy to violate the pro- 
hibition laws. 

Turning for a moment from tes- 
timony of bribery with money and 
with liquor, United States District 
Attorney W. L. Vandeventer this 
morning shifted the scene to the 
residence of Leslie B. Kell, a trav- 
-eling showman who in the winter 
of 1929 was operating a radio sta- 
tion in his home, and to an apart- 
ment house where A. lL. Aschmann, 
an express manager, resided. 

Kell told of a party at his home 
one night in the winter of 1929. 
The Mayor with his “family” had 
come to his home, he said, and 
soon after arrival Gideon asked to 
see the basement. 

Once downstairs, the Mayor 
asked, “Where's the liquor?” to- 
gether they took a few drinks and 
then the Mayor picked up a jar 
of whisky and they returned up- 
stairs, where the Mayor served 
drinks. 

Mayor “Fiannel-Mouthed.” 

Mayor Gideon “staggered about 
a bit and talked flannel-mouthed,” 
Kell replied to a question by Gid- 
eon’s counsel. 

“Pretty drunk, eh?” Sam Wear, 
defense attorney, asked. 

“Not too drunk,” Kell replied. 

Kell testified that Aschmann, a 
friend of former Police Chief Pike 
and of Gideon, who had been or- 
dered out of his apartment when 
the manager overheard him and 
Pike planning a party in his rooms, 
had asked permission of Kell to 
have some liquor sent to his home. 
Kell said he told Aschmann he was 
afraid and <Aschmann replied: 
“You wouldn’t be afraid if it was 
the Mayor’s liquor.”’ 

Aschmann died a few weeks 
later. 

Earlier tn the trial Cecil Foster, 
a bootlegger and moonshiner, told 
the jury that he and Carl George 
had delivered 20 gallons of whisky 
to the Kell residence upon Mayor 
Gideon’s orders. When Gideon 
suggested that he, perhaps, should 
pay for the liquor, Foster told 
him, so he said, that there would 
be no charge, that he was “appre- 
ciative for the protection” he was 
receiving. ' 

Mrs. Verna Shumate, a nurse at 
the Kell home, told of delivery of 
liquor to two men, one wearing an 
officer’s badge which Foster de- 
clared he had given George. When 
Kell came home he asked if the 
liquor had arrived and, having in- 
apected it in the cellar, remarked, 
“that’s pretty good when the law 
wants to store liquor in your 
-home.” 

Informer Hides Under Bed. 

Jesse W. Brown, a narcotic ad- 
dict, testified he had been con- 
cealed under a bed in the room of 
W. D. McDonald, a Federal nar- 
cotic agent, and had heard former 
Deputy Sheriff Lee Witherspoon, a 
defendant, offer Foster $1000 if 
Foster would not reveal that he 
had taken “protection money.” He 
also told of having purchased liquor 
from Bruce Stokes, another de- 
fendant. He said McDonald twice 
bought silk stockings for him to 
take to Stokes, represent them as 
stolen and trade them for whisky. 
He said Stokes refused to make the 
trade because the hose were cheap. 

On cross-examination he said he 
was a narcotic addict and Govern- 

Tells of Warning of Raid. 

Frank Fisher, a police appointee 
of Mayor Gideon's, was the first 
witnes in the afternoon. He told 
of a conversation with Wither- 
spoon,in which the latter asked 
him, he said, to get word to Foster 
to move his still because the of- 
ficers were “‘getting close to him.” 
He also safia@ that at the Mayor's 
request he had gone to Tulsa, Ok., 
to see Bill Bailey, indicted with 
Gideon—but not arrested, and to 
get a statement that Bailey was 
not interested in the still financial- 
ly but merely had worked for 
Foster. 

Carroll Warren, now under in- 
dictment on a_i transportation 
charge testificd he had paid $50 a 
month to ‘"or: Fuzzell, supposedly 
to be paid to Pike, for protection. 
He said he finally found he was 
not making enough to make the 
payments, and quit He said he 
never met Pike. 

The Government then rested its 
case and the defense filed a de- 
murrer which Judge Reeves over- 
ruled. 

After a brief recess, opening 
statements were made by G. Hurd 
Hayes, attorney for Stokes; Val 
Mason for Ralph Thomas and 
Charles F. Newman for Gideon. 

Newman said the defense would 
ghow that the Mayor did not drink 
any liquor on a Jefferson City trip 
as has been testified, that he had 
not drunk liquor as Kell had testi- 
fied, and that citizens frgm Eu- 
reka Springs, Ark., who met the 
Mayor on a trip there would testi- 
fy that the Mayor was not drunk, 
as Jesse Smith had testified. 

Deny Story of Drinking. 

Tommy Fielders, Oscar R. Lowe 
and Frank Pike, all police officers, 
told of the start of the trip to 


Eureka Springs, repudiating testi- 
mony given by Jesse Smith. Field- 
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er said, on cross examination, that 
he had contributed $10 toward a 
defense fund for Mayer Gideon.

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SAYS PENNSYLVANIA CONT nOLS 
LEHIGH VALLEY AND WABASH 


I. C. C. Counsel Asserts Arrange- 
ment Cannot Help But Lead to 
Restricted Competition. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Argu- 
ments over the legality of Penn- 
sylvania Railroad ownership of 
large blocks of Wabash and Le- 
high Valley Railroad stock was 
considered today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

That tribunal last year instituted 
a formal proceeding against the 
Pennsylvania alleging the owner- 


‘ship by the Pennsylvania company, 


the central corporation knitting 
together the Pennsylvania system, 
of the stocks in question amounted 
to violation of the Clayton anti- 
trust law. 

W. H. Bonneville, commission 
counsel, contended today the stock 
ownership accumlated in the Le- 
high Valley and the Wabash 
amounted to control, and the ac- 
tion could not help but lead to re- 
striction in competition between 
the Pennsylvania and the other 
two routes. 

Further, placing $106,000,000 as 
thec ost of the Pennsylvania acqui- 
sition in the stock of the other 
lines, he argued the shares ob- 
tained had not been a good invest- 
ment. If the money paid for the 
Wabash and Lehigh Valley stock 
had been invested by the Penn- 
sylvania in ordinary bank deposits, 
he calculated the owning company 
would now be $2,500,000 better 
off by reason of the interest it 
would have earned in comparison 
with the dividends it has received 
on the stocks. 

Henry Wolfe for the defense 
denied the public interest has suf- 
fered and questioned the complete- 
ness of the control alleged, on the 
ground that until the Pennsylvania 
had actually assumed the manage- 
ment of the two roads it could not 
be considered to have violated the 
law. 


PAROLE REVOKED WHEN JUDGE 


FINDS SAD STORY IS UNTRUE! 


Woman Told of Taking tn Washing 
to Support Big Family; Must 
Serve Liquor Term. 


Federal Judge Faris today re- 
voked the parole of Mrs. Mary 
Stankiewicz, sentenced to jail in 
May, 1929, when she pleaded guilty 
to charges of sale and possession 
of liquor. The parole was granted 
on her representation that she sold 
liquor and took in washing to sup- 
port a large family of children. 

Prohibition agents visited the 
home of Mrs. Stankiewicz at 1829 
North Nineteenth street last June 
16 and confiscated a large quan- 
tity of home brew, they reported. 
The agents said they had bought 
drinks there three times shortly 
before the raid. 

Deputy Prohibition Administra- 
tor Dillon said his investigation 
had failed to substantiate Mrs. 
Stankiewicz’s story that she had 
taken in washing, and that she 
had only three children, the young- 
est of whom is 19 years old. 

Mrs. Stankiewicz was sentenced 
to three months in jail for sale of 
liquor and to 80 days in jail for 
her second offense of possession of 
liquor, the sentences to be served 
consecutively. She will be arrested 
and required to serve the full term.

EMPIRE STATE WILL 
BE TALLEST BUILDING 


85-Story Structure to Be Ready; 
in May; to Be Office for 
20:000 New Yorkers. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Mytho- 


logical marvels are kid stuff com- 
pared with the building of a mod- 


ern skyscraper. 

Jason sowed a basket of dragon's 
teeth and saw a 0battlefield of 
armed men spring up. 

But American mechanics planted 
j steel columns on a scant two acres 
{of Manhattan rock and in less 
than a year 20,000 business men, 
stenographers and office boys will 
swarm in layers around these pil- 
lars. 

It is taking 3500 men and the 
equivalent of 4000 horses to put 
together the Empire State Build- 
ing, which is to be the world’s tall- 
est structure. 

Its stupendous bulk makes the 
builders. but human ants crawling 
through the 85 floors. 

Twenty elevators, 10 for pagsen- 
gers, the other material hoists, cer- 
ry them to their jobs, 

The temporary equipment pro- 
vides enough power, awter and 
light to supply @ small city. 

And the building, after it is 
opened next May, will house a 
working populace of 20,000 tenants 
and possibly 20,000 daily visitors. 

To Be 62 Elevators. 

By overtime work, the steel ribs 
have been placed and only the 200- 
foot mast remains to be raised in 
bring the building to its final 
height of 1248 feet. 

There will be 62 elevators, in- 
cluding one in the mooring mast. 
Now the visitor is lifted in a 
temporary elevator to the thirty- 
fourth floor, thence in another to 
the sixty-fourth, from which he 
climbs upward. 
At the top he stands over 58,000 
tons of steel, 204,000 cubic feet of 
limestone, 300 tons of chrome steel 
trimming and 300 tons of cast alu- 
minum spandrels, some of which 
is just being riveted to the outside 
of the building, completing the 
outer shell. 
As he stands on the seventy-sixth 
floor there are no walls to ob- 
struct his view. He sees the down- 
town financial section, cleaving the 
bay like a gigantic ship’s sharp 
prow. In this perspective the scene 
resembles a relief map on a school- 
room table. 

How Other Spots Look. 
The Statue of Liberty sticks up 
like a man’s arm. 
Brooklyn bridge is like a watch 
spring over the East river. 
The mass of buildings below is 
like a packed forest of jagged 
stumps, out of which the giant’s 
nearest rival, the Chrysler build- 
ing, impudently points @ silver 
spire Hke an inverted, glistening 
icicle. 

Below the (fifty-fourth floor 
rooms have taken shape, floors are 
being finished and plaster is on the 
walls. 

Wrecking of the old Waldorf- 
Astoria, which the Empire State 
building supplants at Fifth avenue 
and Thirty-fourth street, began 
Sept. 20, 1929. 

The first steel columns of its 
successor were set in place last 
April 3. By next May 1, under 
the contractors’ promise, the ten- 
ants are to begin moving in. 

Al Smith Its Director. 

They will find a gross floor area 
of approximately 64 acres over the 
two-acre site. The weight on the 
stee] frame, itself weighing 46,000 
tons, will be so great that several 
individual columns will have a load 
of more than 6000 tons, or 10,000,- 
000 pounds, in excess, the builders 
say, of “any previously constructed 
similar building.” 
The whole thing will represent a 
cost of $65,00v,000 and the civilian 
occupation of Alfred E. Smith, for- 
mer Governor and presidentia! can- 
didate, now as president of Empire 
State, Inc., a super-landlord.

U. 9. GIVES ADVICE ON 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Urges Parents to usd Great 
Care in Rehabilitating Chil- - 
dren After Disease. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—A plea 


to parents for adequate after-care 
of children now victims of infan- 
tile paralysis, was made yesterday 
by Surgeon-General Hugh 8. Cum- 
ming of the Public Health Service. 

Remarking the recent spread of 
now numbering 648 
cases—the highest peak since the 
disastrous year of 1927—the Sur- 
geon-Generail asked for nationwide 
consideration of “the important 
work of rehabilitation which is 
necessary following every such out- 
break.”’ 

“There is no royal road to prog- 


ress in the treatment of the serious 
aftermath of this disease,”’ he said. 
“Intelligence, skill, care, persever- 
ance and courage are all required 
in the prevention of permanent de- 
formities.”’ j 

Parents must share with phy- 
sicians, he said, responsibility for 
the slow, painstaking process of re- 
storing paralyzed muscles to nor- 
mal by carefully directed exercises, 
orthopedic surgery and physio- 
therapy. 

He warned that careful watch 
must be kept from the very start, 
to prevent positions which stretch 
weakened muscles—toe drop, toe- 
ing out, or a sagging shoulder. 
Sandbags in beds and oradles to 
carry the weight of the bed clothes 
he mentioned as devices useful for 
this purpose. 

Training of the muscles should 
begin, he said, as soon as the pa- 
tient’s limbs can be moved freely, 
without pain. But he caytioned 
that premature manipulations and 
ill-directed exercises have often re- 
tarded recovery. 

He gave the following rules for 
directing the exercise: 

“Assume that every muscle is 
capable of attaining the normal, 
since it is impossible to determine 
how many nerve cells actually have 
been destroyed, and the child 
should have the full benefit of the 
doubt. 

**Protect seriously weakened 
muscles against cold, against 
stretching, and against too much, 
exercise. Any evercise may be too 
much at first. 

“Require the whole attention of 
the patient. The presence of other 
children should be absolutely pro- 
hibited and no toys should be al- 
lowed, 

“Remember that, with all correc- 
tive measures, repeated trials are 
often necessary before the position, 
apparatus or set of exercises best 
suited for the individual can be 
found.” i

While the stand of the Yale pa- 
per is praiseworthy for its altruism. 
it may be remarked that the Con- 
féderate General Forrest's strategy 
was “to git thar with the most men 
first” and that, in warfare—and 
football is peace-time warfare with 
tactics and strategy—reserves are 
most important items. And, they 
are used very freely, if memory 
serves us in our recollection of his- 
tory. 
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A Wrong Slant. 


HAT looks to us like a wrong 
slant is taken by an Eastern 
football critic who says that 
the large number of rules puts the 
game in danger of over-regulation. 
This critic bases his criticism on 
the premise that “the voluminuous 
code assumes right at the start that 
pluyers are suspected of whole- 
sale fouling before they start play- 
ing. In other words, the rules of 
football, unlike the rules of any 
other sport, have more to say about 
how not to play it than hvw to 


a Georgia standpoint—as |‘: 


play it... Well, let’s see. It is true, 
there are some 68 penalties listed 
in the rule-book but, in many cases, 
one hinges upon another which re- 
duces the real number considerably. 

This same critic points out that 
the continuity of many games is 
interrupted too often by officials. 
With this ’plaint, we agree. Some 
football officials do seem to take 
the position that the more penalties 
they inflict, the more efficient they 
(the officials) will appear. It is 
said that, in one game last year, 
the penalty yardage reached such 
a high total that, the next week, 
these two teams agreed with their 
opponents to decline all penalties. 
Again, altruism. 

Indeed, it is very pretty but, is 
it fooball?

DRAFT MEETING

Nearly every day late in the 
season a gawky young chap wear- 
ing a rubber collar shouldered his 
way into the clubhouse and asked 
for his stall. 


Many of them returned to Main 
Street, but there were some genuine 
pearls in the list. Frank Baker and 
Jack® Barry, two young infielders 
who were to reach amazing heights 
appeared for the first time, and 
so did Outfielder Amos Strunk and 
Catcher Jack Lapp.

N addition, I saw for the first 

time Jack Coombs and Harry

Black as the season of 1908 
turned out, I was convinced that 
better things were in store for us.

I felt should last for many years. 
I was not wrong in my speculations. 

In the last two seasons I was 
obliged to part company with some 
of the vterans. Monte Cross left 
up at the end of 1907 and Jimmy 
Collins, Socks Seybold and Ossee 
Schreck were through at the end 
of 1908. 

We had two inspirations to help 
us for the season of 1909. I had a 
bigger and better team, buttressed 
by some promising youths and we 
deserted our primitive wooden 
quarters at Columbia Park to move 
into Shibe Park, improved with a 
large grandstand of steel and con- 
crete which was, at the time, the 
model baseball plant of America. 

This has been our home ever 
since, although it has been re- 
peatedly remodeled and enlarged. 
Besides the holdovers from the past 
season, during the winter, I made 


severdl deals that gave me addition- 
al players. I obtained Pra Thormas, 
one of the smartest catchers I ever 
have known, from Detroit, and also 
made a deal for Pitcher Cy Morgan 
of the Red Sox and Outfielder Bob 
Ganley of Washington.

HEN I delved into the minors 

and snared Infielder Stuffy Mc- 

Innis, who turned out a whiz 
bang; Catcher Paddy Livingstone 
and Outfielder Heine Heitmuller, a 
graduate of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

Our team went South with the 
largest team I had ever shepherded 
through Diwe. I had so many 
youths at the end of the training 
trip, I divided my team into two 
squads. 

One, in charge of Harry Davis, 
went North earliest, in order to 
play the spring series with the 
Phillies. I turned all of my vet- 
erans over to Davis’ teanme and per- 
sonally took charge of the young- 
sters. 

We had arranged a slow return 
North for the youngsters, stopping 
off every day for a game and not 
getting back to Philadelphia until | 
a day or two before the regular 
season opened. 

Dedication of Shibe Park was a 
big affair, the new plant being 
packed to capacity and thousands 
turned away, although it boomed 
into our ears from all sides that we 
were 20 years ahead of the time 
and that it would never pay.

RECIPES FOR DISHES 
IN WEEK'S MENUS 


These Interesting Foods Are 
Suggested for October 
Home Meals. 


If canned baked beans are used 
for Monday’s lunch, try this meth- 
od of serving them. 

Put the beans into a baking dish, 
adding a small sliced onion, one- 
half cup boiling water, one or two 
tablespoons tomato catsup. Put 
strips of bacon over the top and 
bake in a moderate oven for 40 
minutes. This is good for a change, 
for the beans really need no extra 
cooking. 

Sauted Kidneys and Bacon. 

Split eight lamb kidneys, remov- 
ing the thin outside membrane and 
cutting out the center core. The 
butcher will split the kidneys if 
you wish. Fry one-fotirth pound 
of bacon and keep warm while the 
kidneys are cooking. When the 
bacon is done, put the kidneys in 
the bacon fat, cover the pan and 
saute for five minutes. Remove 
the cover, turn the kidneys and 
cook three minutes longer. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and serve on 
toast with the gravy in the pan 
poured over the toast. A few drops 
of Worcestershire sauce or lemon 
juice, or both, may be added for 
a richer flavor. 

Crab.Meat au Gratin. 

Either the fresh or canned crab 
meat may be used for this, giving 
preference to the fresh. Melt three 
tablespoons butter, add three ta- 
blespoons flour and stir until well 
blended. Add one and one-half 
cups milk and continue stirring 
until thickened, smooth and boil- 
ing. Stir in one teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, a little 
pepper and one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, Then add 
one pound of crab meat, flaked and 
freed from any bits of bone and 
shell. 

Pour into a buttered shallow dish 


or into four individual dishes and 
spread with a layer of equal parts 
of grated cheese and dry bread- | 
crumbs. Bake in a hot oven for | 
10 minutes, or until browned on 
top. Serve very hot. 

Baked Veal Chops. 

Use loin veal chops cut about | 
three-quarters inch thick. Spread. 
each with a very thin layer of pre- | 
pared mustard and sprinkle with 
fine, dry breadcrumbs. Melt 4 
little drippings in a frying pan, 
and brown the chops quickly in it. | 
Remove to a baking pan, or use| 
the frying pan, pouring off all the | 
grease. Put one cup stewed or'! 
canned tomatoes, one small sliced | 
onion and half a shredded green | 
pepper in the pan with the chops, | 
cover and bake in a moderate oven | 
for 35 to 40 minutes, or until very | 
tender. 

When done, remove to a hot plat- | 
ter, stir one tablespoon flour into | 
the mixture in the pan, mix, add 
one-half cup water and let boil up 
once or twice. Season with salt 
and pepper and strain. Pour over 
the chops or serve separately. 

Fruit Compote. 

Peaches, pears, canned apricots, 
etc., may be used for this. 

Pare the fruit and heat to the 
boiling point. Add sugar to taste 
ard a little lemon juice. Simmer 
for five minutes. Mix one and one- 
half cups cooked rice with three 
tablespoons sugar, one-half cup 
milk and a well beaten egg. Heat, 
stirring constantly until the egg 
2nd milk have thickened, and the 
mixture is creamy. Remove at 
once from the fire and add one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Spread the rice in a thick layer 
in a serving dish and arrange the 
cooked fruit on it. Pour the fruit 
juice over the rice and cool. Chill 
before serving. About 20 minutes 
to prepare if léftover rice is used. 
A little longer if the rice has to 
be cooked first. 

Fried Hiominy. 

When hominy is left over, pack 
it in a bread pan or some deep 
dish so that it can be cut in nice 
slices. Next morning slice it, dip 
in flour and fry in hot butter, drip- 
pings, bacon fat, etc., and serve 
with syrup, or with bacon, or with

Monday night. 

Broiled lamb chops are selected 
for Sunday, served with creamed 
potatoes, which may be made from 
potatoes cooked the night before. 
Brussels sprouts are included and 
they require about 20 minutes’ 


The pie may be made the day 
before and reheated, or it may be 
prepared ready for baking early in 
the morning and left in the refrig- 
erator until reaéy to cook dinner. 
It will take 40 minutes to cook, and 
as the oven will be lit for broiling 
the chops, the pie can be started 


by the time dinner is cooked. 

The ready-to-serve tomato cock- 
tail is a great convenience as it 
needs only thorough chilling’ to 
make'a delicious appetizer. 

It should not take more than an 
hour to prepare and have this din- 
ner ready to serve. This will give 
freedom for the type of outing that 
appeals to the family. 

The roast served on Monday will 
probably provide meat for three 
meals, 

Plan to serve it hot the first 
night, cold the second, skip a day 
and make the remains into a meat 
pie by combining it with a veal 
or a beef kidney. If kidneys are 
not on the family food list, use 
vegetables to make out, or add a 
little fresh beef. 

It is best to buy a rib roast and 
have the end bones cut off. These 
are cooked for soup stock and 
combined with any leftover vege- 
tables or whatever is on hand. The 
cooked vegetable mixture rubbed 
through a strainer and seasoned 
with a little milk, and thickened 
with flour makés a delicious cream 


cold meat on the second night. The 
soup may be omitted and the sliced 
meat’ warmed in gravy instead of 
served cold. 

Crab meat au gratin is good. 
Where fresh crab meat is not 
available there is the canned va- 
riety, which is delicious in flavor. 
This dish may be prepared ready 
for baking several hours before it 
is to be served, if it is mare con- 
venient to do this. Keep it in the 
refrigerator until ready to serve. ° 

The fall fruits—late pears, ap- 
ples, grapes, peaches, etc.—are used 
quite liberally in the week’s meal 
Plan, and very often they are 
served stewed oor baked. Pears 
stewed with whole cloves, a little 
cinnamon and a few whole allspice 
make a simple and tasty dessert, 
especially when accompanied by 
home-made cake. Baked apples, 
apple sauce and stewed apples all 
appear in one meal or another. 

Rumor says that potatoes are 
going to be scarce and therefore 


dry summer. Serve rice, noodles, 
macaroni or hominy once or twice 
a week in place of potatoes. These 
are all good sources of starch, as 
potatoes are, though their mineral 
content and composition are quite 
different from potatoes. They can- 
not be truly called substitutes for 
the vegetable, but when other veg- 
etables are served in a meal, they 
may very successfully be ed to 
supply the starchy element needed. 


INTRIGUING FISH DISH 


Meets the Insistent Demand for 
” Something Different. 
When entertaining at dinner the 

fish course can be made amusing 

and original by shaping the sal- 
mon mixture into little “‘troutlets.” 

Roll 12 large soda crackers fine 
and soak in two cups of milk and 
juice from two one-pound cans of 
salmon until very soft. Then add 
the salmon, two cups creamed 
mashed potatoes, and season with 
sage, nutmeg, pepper, salt and 
paprika. Wark to a smooth paste. 
Cut onion fine, fry in butter, add 
to paste and again work smooth. 

Spread one inch thick in shal- 
low pan and set on ice to chill. 

With sharp pointed knife carve 
paste into small fish about six 
inches long, roll in beaten egg and 
flour and fry in deep fat until a 
golden brown. 

Serve hot on platter garnished 
with watercress, and use a little 
pink or red candy pepper drops for 
eyes of fish.

Scar- 
lett had hurried to him for ad- 
vice when he came upon the 
body of Benjamin H. Kyle in 
the private museum in Last 
Twentieth street, facing Gra- 
mercy Park, maintained by Dr. 
Mindrum W. C. Bliss, famous 
Egyptologist. Vance notified his

F. X. Markham, by phone. 

Two brownstone houses, owned 
by Kyle, wealthy art patron, 
had been so thrown together as 
to form one building. In one 
was the museum, in the other 
lived Dr. Bliss cnd his house- 
hold, including Robert Salveter, 
Kyle's nephew, a Harvard grad- 
uate, who was an Egyptologist. 
Mrs. Bliss, who was half Egyp- 
tian, was much younger than her 
husband. 

Kyle had arrived at 10:00 a. 
m., an hour before the time of 
ar appointment with Bliss, who 
was to submit a statement of 
expenditures of the last expedt- 
tion. Half an hour later, Scar- 
lett found the body, the head 
badly battered, and iying on it @ 
heavy two-foot statue of Sakh- 
met, Egyptian goddess of ven- 
geance. Just before Sergeant 
Ernest Heath arrived from the 
Homicide Bureau, Vance found 
beside the body a modern scarf

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Where Do the OLD Stenographers Go? 
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NEW YORK, Oct. 10. 
HERE doés the stenographer 
W go when she no longer re- 
sembles Miss Atlantic City? 
It used to be, I am told, that 
she could usually find a position 
in a law office. Much pondering 
over closely written tomes seems to 
affect lawyers’ eyesight; anyway, 
they have been far less fussy than 
business men concerning the youth 

and beauty of their office help. 
Lately, however, even attorneys 
have been drawn into the parade, 
and are demanding girls as comely 
as the Rose of Sharon. Hence this 
last refuge of the stenographer 
past 30 is rapidly crumbling away. 


I was told by an employment 
agent that the discrimination 
against women who have lived 
three decades is not due alto- 


gether to the men. The hiring is 
sometimes done by the head sten- 
ographer, who, it is said, often 
picks only very young help because 
she is afraid that a more experi- 
enced worker might imperil her 
own job. 

While many firms have an eye 
only for the decorative effect, it 
must be said in justice to employers 
that prejudice against older women 
is not always merely esthetic. 

An individual who hires office 
help recently told me that the group 
insurance system is often a factor; 
also that women over 30 are much 
more likely to suffer from hurt 
feelings than the fresher little 
flowers. 

Besides, there is the problem of 
the increasing number of young 
executives. A woman of 35 or s0 
who works for a man of 26 some- 
times has an embarrassing tenden- 
cy to mother him and to tell him 
how he should do his work. Such 
an attitude is about as welcome as

Also, if she is extremely com- 
petent, her employer might keep 
her on indefinitely; it is only when 
managements change or firms move 
into the commercial potter’s field 
that such a woman must face the 
rigors of finding a new position. 


Miss Julia Sullivan, an employ- 
ment expert, told me that the,ex- 
stenographer’s most usual recourse 
is to take an apartment and rent 
rooms to other office workers. Tea 
room positions also attract, and 
Ye Gifte Shoppe has an almost fa- 
tal lure for the lady with a little 
cash. 

One difficulty is the ex-stenogra- 
pher is likely to consider that many 
openings are below her social level. 
When an employment agent sug- 
gested that one of the post-meridan 
ladies rent rooms, the applicant 
flounced out of the office stating 
that she had been insulted. 


667 jue ex-stenographers fre- 
quently go into beauty shops, 
as operators in such estab- 
lishments are not generally re- 
quired to be young,” writes Alice 
A. King. “Also, some become sales 
clerks or practical nurses. 

“As for the bread-line, I never 
saw @ woman there, either, al- 
though I have known women who 
didn’t have enough to eat, and had 
to resort to all sorts of other ex-

PRINCIPLES OF PLAY. 


Backgammon is so largely a 
game of chance and quick changes 
in advantage that no fixed rules 
of play can be given. 

Certain principles, however, gov- 
ern most moves. In general: 

Cover or block a point whenever 
possible. This gives you 


more , 


points of safety and allows tainall 


opponent fewer free points, 


you hope to cover. Leave them 
either near to or far from your 
opponent's men; they are less like- 
ly to be hit. 

Leave them as near as possible 
to your opponent's inner table; 
they will have less distance to re- 
travel if taken up. » 

Cover your “bar point’ — the 
one next the bar in your outer 
table—and your 5 point as quickly 
as possible. Covering your bar 
point forces opponent to use both 
numbers thrown to escape from 
your inner table. Covering your 
5 point gives him one less point 
on which to re-enter and gives you 
one more from which to throw off. 

Certain moves for the first cast 
of the dice were long ago discov- 
ered to offer the greatest advan- 
tage.
